Ye Scribe Visits The Alabama 
School 



A party of Atlantians paid a visit 
lo the Alabama School for the Deaf 
on May 3d In the party were Mr. 
and Mrs. W W. McLean. Mrs C. 
L Jackson, Miss Margie Weaver, 
Mr. L B. Dickerson, L U.,-.Ir , 
W. II. Alexander, Leouaid McLean 

and W. R. Barney. 

Leaving Atlanta at .'! M a.m. 
Sunday in Mr. McLmu's high- 
powered louring car, the parly sped 
through the night covering 60 01 60 
miles before dawn, reaching Talla- 
dega, Oa., al <i.:iO A.M , where a 
brief stop was made aftei which Ihe 
trip was resumed, reaching Talla- 
dega hi 8:80, making the entire 
trip of 166 miles in about live hours. 

After getting breakfast at a local 
hotel, wo proceeded out to ihe School, 
which is situated a lew blocks o'.H 
from Ihe main part of the city, 
aniidsi a grove of beautiful magno- 
lia and oak trees, Ihe blooming 
magnolias filling the atmosphere 
with their delightful fragrance. 
The school also laces on one of the 
finest paved boulevards in ihoeily, 
and a wide driveway loads np to 
Ihe main building. 

On our arrival we were welcomed 
by I'rincipal F. H. Manning, who 
after greeting us heartily and ex- 
pressing pleasure in having us visit 
the SohOol, conducted Us into the 
main building and turned us over 

to Miss Carrie Henderson, the su- 
pervising teachei, with instructions 
to show us over Ihe buildings ami 
grounds and make us acquainted 
wiili the various teachers, who 
weic at that time engaged in 
conducting Sunday School in the 
class rooms. This she did, showing 
our pftily every courtesy and con- 
sideration. In each class room she 

nally acquainted us with the 
work of the different grides, and 
permitted us to talk freely wilh all 
of the pupils we desired lo. After 
visiting each class room, Miss Hen- 
dcison lined our party up in the low 
er hall, where we could witness the 
"Drum Drill" as Children were dis- 
missed from the classes. This was 
something new to ye scribe, never 
having previously witnessed a drill 
of Ihis kind by the deaf. These 
children are remark. ibly well drilled 

ami marched in soldierly formation, 

heads erect and feet moving in 
perfect unison to the beat of the 

dram. They msrohed down ihe 

widoslairway two by two and at the 
fool of tb« StaJtS broke rank, one 
going toone side and anolhei to the 
other, forming into squads and 
marched out of Ihe building in 
perfeOl step. We dOUbl if any 
body of sure enough soldiers could 
have drilled any belter than these 
ehildieii. 

After ibis drill, we were taken in 
charge by Mr. and Mrs. McFarlane, 
whose miosis we were lo be during 
our stay, and conducted to the main 
Chapel to sec a union service of 
the Christian Endeavof Sooiety, 
which was to be held in lieu of the 
regular Sunday morning sermon. 
The president ol the Society is one 

of the pupils, Miss Marie Ooretti, 

by name, Italian by birth, we 
gUeesed at ouc,o as she has all the 
typical features of that race. Her 
eyes ami tier every gesiuie spoke 
Ihe language of thai sunny oil me. 
She is a tall and slender girl, wilh 
beautiful eyes and auburn hair, 
and while watching her we were 
greatly impressed by her highly in 
telligent manner. Miss Corel ti's 
subject foi the service was: "How 
we can make home happy," and was 
delivered with telling efTecl in 
signs. Several boys were called 
Upon tO pray and sing, each one 
acquitting himself admirably, and 
girls and boys displaying a deep 
interest in Iheir society. Il was a 
good seivice, and Mr McFarlane, 
who has general supervision over 

iheC. B> work In the school, told us 
that the members prepare their own 
program wilhout assist auee from 
any one. 

We were next shown through 

the dining room, kitchen and lauu- 

In the dining rooms, number- 

mr, the food had already been 

pUoed on each plate and was 
oovered with a snowy napkin. The 
Housekeeper, Mrs. Hendiicks, 

lifted several of these, and we were 



told t6 examine the food, which we 
did, and found to be Varied and 
well cooked and a generous helping 
on every plate. The children 
certainly can not complain of not 
having a geneious supply of food. 
The Kindergarten and other smaller 
children eat in one room and the 
larger girls and boys in another. 
The smaller children show remaik- 
nbly good table manners as do the 
older pupils. Blessing was asked 
by one of the larger boys, standing 

at the entranoe, racing t he long rows 
of tables. The same service was 
performed for the small children 
by one of the teachers. 

Leaving the children to enjoy 
their dinner, we repaiied lo the Me 
Farlane's apartment, located in 
a wing of the Taylor hall. The 
McFarlanes are certainly comfort 
ably boused, with plenty of space, 
light and air. They take their 
meals outside of I lie school, and 
after our parly had washed up we 

were taken over t > their boarding 

house lor lunch. This lunch is 
conducted by Mis. El I IS, a very 
pleasant, and friendly little woman, 
a fluent finger speller. I DO 081 say 
right here that it was not a lunch, 
it was simply a "feast fit for the 
Gods." The table was loaded with 
real Southern cooked food, that no 
one but a born Southerner knows 
how to prepare. Nothing like that 
spread can be found in Atlanta, and 
we have a sneaking notion that our 
party shocked the landlady by the 
prodigious appetite we displayed, 

but with such a delicious flavor to 

all the array of fooo placed Indole 
us, we doubt that any one, least of 

all the members of our party, who 

were all hungry from our long tup, 
could have resisted. After dinner 
We weic taken back lo the school, 
where we visited the prin ting office, 
hospital, girls dormitory, and read 
ing roam, Kindergarten and small 
children sleeping aparlmonl . This 
department and Ihe hospital is in 
the main building, adjoining the 
apartment Of the matron, Miss 
.Meyer, who looks after the little 
ones and the sick ones. Here, as 
well as over other place we visited, 
w<> found everything spotless and 
clean. Each lied occupied by t he 
little lots was oovoird wilh a snowy 

white .sheet, with blankets neatly 

folded across t he foot of each little 

bed. The hospital is well equipped 

to care for those of the Children 
who may happen 10 get sick, hut 
judging from the looks of the chil 
dl'en, this docs not happen often. 
Our inspection of the printing 

office, where Mr. Defalcator is in 

structor in charge, gave us rather a 

" homey" feeling, and we passed a 

pleasant half hour talking " shop." 
The printing department (ills the 
entire upper floor Of one of the 
buildings and is large, l^ght and 
pleasant. Here we found one lino- 
type, two job presses, and a good 
supply of type and oilier material 
that goes to make up a small print 
lag plant. The large press taking 
care of the " Messenger. '' Every- 
thing was found to be in very good 
condition and the room as clean as 
a new pin Some more new job type 
and a larger pi vm to lie 

needed. This scribe would just 
love to be turned loose in this office 
and be allowed to " potter" around 
among the type We always did 
love lo tinker with type and can 
never cnier a print shop without 
feeling the "call of the type" in our 
blood. The lure of the printing 
game appeals to us stronger than 
anything else, and wooanhopcr- 
happy and contented amidst 
the type, "forgetting the world and 
by Ihe world forgot." We suppose 
wo will die and live just " an Old 
printer " Ml. llofstcater informed 
us thai after SOhOOl closes he and 
I ile expect to motor in their 
now Hudson sedan lo Washington 
for their son, Tmoy, who is at 
Oallaudot, and fiom t Here up into 
Iowa, where they will spend their 
vacation. Among the teachers and 
attaches of the school whom we met 
and recall most pleasantly were Ihe 

Misses Montgomery, Uaumee 

Roberts, Mrs lloftseater, Mrs 
Jenkins, Mrs. Allen, Mr. Crace and 
Grtlchrlst, boys' supervisor. 
And last, but not least. Smith 
Williams, who has been cook at the 
school lor 41 years and who had 
lived lo see many changes take 

place there, a narrative of whloh 

would be most interesting — hut 
space foi bids, 

Then, there were the two little 



twin boys, " Peyton and Clayton," 
who got next to our heart and we will 
remember these two dear little boys 
for a long time to come. They look 
as much alike as two peas in a pod, 
except one is fat and chunky and 
the other slender and less robust, 
Aftei [laying a brief call at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. llofstcater, 
who reside a block or two from the 
school, lleie we met Mr. and Mrs. 
Morgan and their charming baby. 
Mrs. Morgan was just recovering 
from an operation and still confin- 
ed to bed. After chatting here a 
while we then began preparation lo 
start homeward, after a most delight- 
ful seven hours spent in Talladega. 

There are many other interesting 
incidents connected with our visit 
that we would to tell our readers 
about, but will have to delay until 
anolhei lime. Sufficient tosay,that 
at the end of our visit we tore our- 
selves away with regret, and with 
teachers ami pupils congregated tip 
on the lawn lo bid us adieu and 
God-spe«d, and amidst much cheer- 
ing and. waving of hats, hands and 
kerchiefs, we drove away headed 
foi Atlanta which [dace we, readied 
at 10 p.m. without a single mishap 
to mar a " perfect day ."' 

The roads, with the exception of 
some s* i etches that winded in and 
out through the mountain section, 
was in good condition. The Stretch 
of new highway that is being built 
betweeen Auniston and Talladega, 
seven miles of which is finished and 
is as straight as a string, we found 
to be especially good.

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To the Editor op the Deaf- 
MUTKS' JOURNAL:— For a long time 
this writer has wanted to " air his 
opinions" on some things, which 
have come under his observations 
in regard to the welfare of the deaf. 

As a matter of fact, a majority of 
the educated deaf are taking little 
or no interest in the education of 
the deaf. There are kickers, pes- 
simists and back numbers among 
Ihe deaf. They criticize every 
thing and everybody connected 
with the nplifl work for this class. 

The officers of various organisations 

of Ihe deaf who neglect to discharge 
duties required are inclined to be 
incensed at just, criticism made 
about them, and consider the cri- 
ticism unmerited. 

Thfre are intelligent deaf 

who will not oo operate 

movement, which has for 
Ihe betterment and advancement of 
ihe deal. They fall short of their 
dutv to their fellowmeu. They are 

selfish ! 

We think the real deaf workers 
are getting fewer and fewer. The 
deaf would rather Bleep and let the 
oral octopus have full sway. Self- 
ish and indifferent they are! They 
are willing to sacrifice a great many 
deaf children to educational am 1 
moial darkness, so that the oral 
ooiopus may steadily grow fatter 
and richer 

People, who are employed by an 

institution OJ school for the deaf, 
are not free to make an open fight 
for reforms in the management for 
fear of losing iheir jobs They are 
silent about the wrong sort of edu 
cation, but praise the management, 
because then biead and butter are 
in it. We live in a free country, 
yet we are the slaves of our fears. 
iR no afraid to speak our honest 
sentiments, leal we offend some 

body. Our words have DO effect, 
because We (ear to put them in 
force 

I i\o believe the people of the 
United States can get under the 
oralisis' skin. The oralisls can not 
stand out against public sentiment. 
When public Opinion is sufficiently 

aroused and expressed, action for 
the Improvement of the educational 

system In the schools for the deaf 
will quickly be taken Moi 

needed for the proper conduct of a 

Oampalgn. Tons of literature have 
to be sent out in a national can 
palgB Funds are needed for other 
purposes. 

i rule, bearing people are un- 
familiar With the methods of in- 
struction. Many people are under 
the impression that every deaf child 
cau be successfully educated by the 



oral method. This impression is 
based upon the ability of the deaf 
children to speak a few words, the 
demonstration of the oral work 
given by the stir pupils, and Ihe 
oral propaganda going around the 
country, which is veiy misleading 
to the public. It is not surprising 
that parents Of deaf children ask 
the schools that their children lie 
taught to talk orally, and this re- 
quest is complied witli. It is a well- 
known fact that a great many deaf 
children can not be successfully 
educated by the oral method. 

A good solution of the educational 
problem of the deaf would be foi 
the deaf to ask the legislature of 
Iheir Stale to make a law lo meet 
the needs of the children. Ii is up 
to the deaf to work for it. 

Turning on the light is the beet 
remedy for the wrong sort of educa- 
tion in Hie schools. The truth is 
concealed "for the good of the 
school." The " good of the .school" 
will never justify the hiding of these 
things from those who support the 
school. There is no room for pes- 
simism. The call is for justice and 
common sense. Witli these there 
is no ground for pessimism. 

Some of the former president! 1 of 
the N. A. D. no longer took any in- 
terest in the welfare of the deaf 
after they retired from office. 
What's the matter with them? They 
are needed. Dr. J. II. Cloud who 
was an efficient president of the As- 
sociation for two tonus, continues 
doing his work among the deaf With 
unwearied zeal. Di. Olof Hanson, 
Dr. Fox and Mr. K. A. Hodgson are 
good woikeis among the deaf. They 
have ihe right spirit. They refuse 
to go to sleep, as so many old work- 
ers in our cause have done. 

The deaf must not lose heart, 
they must not go to sleep. Keep up 
the good spirit, keep up the brave 
fight. Those of the deaf who have 
sided with the enemy, are traitors to 
our c in 

The California Association of the 
deaf is doing constructive aud ef 
feotive work. Mrs. Howard L 
| is its president. She fights 

openly for the principles for which 

the Association stands. She is a 
lighter through and through This 
Association observed " California 
Association ol the Deaf Week," 
March L5th 'Slat Inoloeive, through, 
out the State. The deaf got up par- 
ties, socials and entertainmenia of 
various kinds, for the benefit of the 
Association, and also waged a " new 
member" campaign. The members 
of the Associations have a splendid 
spirit ol fellowship and co-operation. 
The other State A sociations should 

follow this good example, 

The New Jersey Association ol 
the Deaf did a good thing — succeed 
Sd in securing the modification of 
the New Jersey law that barred the 
deaf from driving automobiles A 
deal man, who cm satisfy the au- 
thorities as to fitness to drive a ear, 
can obtain a license to do so. Much 
credit is due to Mr. W. W. Readell 
I oi the success. 

The officers of the State Associa- 
tion, who are connected with the 
schools for the deaf, maintain a 
policy of silence, therefore, they 
are tiguieheads. For the good of 
the deaf, no deaf teachei should be 
made president of any association. 
A Stale Association id" the d< 
ihe South is "bossed by a State 
School tor the Deaf Some of the 
officers of the Association are con- 
nected wilh the school. 

There is a meat complaint among 
the deaf about the incompetent deaf 
teachers being kept in the schools 
The trouble with the schools is that 
there is too much politics in the 

management. 

It is a lad that a great many 
deal people, who do not take any 
newspaper for the deaf, are ignor- 
ant of the purposes of the state and 
national associations of the deaf, 
and trend of public opinion. They 
speed iheir money for pleasure in 
stead of taking a newspapoi publish- 
ed lor the deaf. Many an in- 
dependent paper foi ihe deaf has 
failed owing to the people's lack of 
inteiest in Idem. The subscription 
price of the papers was very low, 
yet they refused to subset ibe. That 
is beyond our comprehension. 

oordlng to reports, the Jewish r 

and / I ett have gone to the 

wall for the above icasons. The 

Mites' Journal is the only 

independent paper for the deaf in 
existence. It has not only perform- 
ed gteat s ., the advancement 



of the interests of the deaf, brought 
the bearing public to a better under- 
standing of the deaf. It will always 
be teady to break a lance for- the 
deaf and against any foe that may 
beset them. 

There can be no dispute about 
the fact the N. A. I). has accom- 
plished very little. Many members 
of the Association are silent on the 
shortcomings of the Association, 
simply because of the lack of coin- 
age and energy. They go to sleep. 

Worse still, the N. A. D. has lost 
the confidence of the deaf. And 
we cau never re establish that con- 
fidence until there is a return to the 
old sound relationship between the 
Association and the deaf. To ie- 
gain its lost ground, the Association 
must, first of all, win hack the con- 
fidence of the deaf by oarrying out 
the program. We should proceed 
along the lines we have been pursu- 
ing. We believe that any halt or 
slackening in the piogram would be 
detrimental to the best interests of 
the deaf. 

It seems to us that Mr. A. L. Ro- 
berts has too much to do as presi- 
dent of the Association to give 
much attention to its affairs. He is 
responsible as the head of the orga- 
nization. It is his duty to see that 
the put [loses of the organization are 
carried out. The trouble with the 
Association in regard to the Endow- 
ment Fund and Memorial Fund 
is that il has been doing too much 
talking and too little acting. We 
were not pleased with the icport of 
the N. A. D proceedings. Much 
criticism of the work of the Execu- 
tive Committee is being made. 
They seem to Ignore the wishes of 

the members Host of tbe States of 

the Union have no repieseutatiou 
on the Executive Committee. Tbey 
all combine to make a National 
Association, and each should take 
suggestions from the members be- 
lore taking any radical action. 

I desire to see the appointtneut 
of a Central Committee with tepre- 
sentatiou from every State to con- 
sider matters affecting the welfare 
of the deaf — to fight the oralism, for 
instance. It would be somewhat 
in the nature of a medium between 
the Association aud the deaf. Such 
a committee could be of great value 
in numerous ways.

In the early spring 
he loaded his canoe with bags of 
seals and started down Ihe Ohio, 
stopping only for food and rest and 
to plant and enclose in a rustic way 
the orchards, which a few years later 
induced mai iry traveler to 

settle In the shade of their refresh- 
ing boughs

One cubic foot of bituminous coal 
weighs from 74 to 50 pounds. 

One ton of coal is equivalent to 
two cords of wood for steam purposes. 

A cubic foot of water contains 7.5 
gallons, 1728 cubic inches, and 
weighs 62.5 lbs. 

Each nominal horse power of a 
boiler requires 30 to 35 lbs. of water 
per hour. 

To sharpen dull files, lay them in 
diluted sulphuric add until they are 
eaten enough. 

A horse power is equivalent to 
raising 33,000 lbs. one foot per min- 
ute, or 550 lbs. one foot per second. 

To find the pressure in pounds per 
square inch of a column of water, 
multiply the height of the column in 
feet by .434. 

Steam rising from water at Its 
boiling point (212 degrees) has a 
pressure equal to the atmosphere 
(147 lbs. to the square inch.)
